XV.—METEOROLOGICAL STATISTICS. 


(Supplied by the Commonwealth Meteorologist, Mr. W. S. Watt.) 


41.—Notes on the Rainfall and general weather conditions in Western Aus- 
tralia during the months of April May and June, 1934. 


April—tThe tropical depressions with their accompanying rains that were so active in 
March continued well into April, and the first fortnight was credited with extensive rains 
throughout the greater part of the State. The registrations on the 5th, 9th, and 14th were 
in places very heavy, and floodings and washaways again occurred both in the pastoral and 
agricultural districts. The later portion of the month was marked, on the whole, by bright 
sunny days which, after such a long period of heavy continuous rain, were welcomed as they 
afforded the ground an opportunity to dry and allow farmers to resume cultivation. Sum- 
marised, it may be said that the monthly rain totals exceeded the averages everywhere 
except in the East Kimberley and lower South-West, and the best falls for many months were 
registered in the Southern Murchison and throughout the Goldfields. The lower South-West 
missed the substantial gaugings of the earlier part of the month, and this portion of the 
State would welcome a good downpour. 
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Night temperatures were about equal to the average, but the unsettled weather an@ 
overcast skies experienced during the first portion of the month were reflected in the day 
temperatures, which were two or three degrees below the average. 


May—tThis month was distinguished by four rain-bearing disturbances, the first of 
which was on the 7th, marking the commencement of'the winter rains. Good rains resulted 
from all four disturbances on the coast and the nearer agricultural centres, and at the end 
of the month, over West and South-West coastal areas, and throughout the fruit and dairying” 
centres along the Avon Valley and at many centres of the Southern Wheat Belt, the gaugings 
were particularly good and proved most valuable. On the other hand, owing to the East- 
West axis of the various high pressure systems throughout the month, the rains did not 
penctrate to the extent desired over the Northern, North-Eastern, and Eastern portions of 
the Wheat Belt. In view, however, of the good rains in March and April, these offered no- 
cause for anxiety, although conditions were very dry and in the majority of instances the 
ground had become too hard for ploughing and cultivating. A glance through previous 
records of the few stations in these districts, extending back over forty years, shows that 
May of 1886, 1896, 1903, 1913, 1914, and 1919 were years with weak May falls. They did 
not appear to afford any definite indication of the season’s rain, although in the case of 
Mangowine Springs, in the North-Eastern Wheat Belt, records of which go back forty-five 
years, it was noticed that weak May rains were experienced between 1895 and 1899 and the 
rains during the growing period were decidedly unsatisfactory. In the tropics and through- 
out the pastoral country, occasional showers fell but only in a few instances was the monthly 
average exceeded. In the North-Hastern and Eastern Goldfields the month was particularly 
dry, the majority of stations recording no rain. 


Just as the 7th marked the opening of the winter rains, so the 28th indicated the com- 
mencement of winter temperatures. Prior to this date both day and night temperatures 
were for the most part warm and sultry, rendering the month one of the warmest on record. 
The table given below indicates the great difference between the monthly means of the 
maximum and minimum temperatures at various stations compared with the averages for 
previous years. It will be noticed that Marble Bar, representing the Tropics, is slightly 
below the average.

June.—The outstanding meteorological features of the month were four rain-bearing de- 
pressions, the first of which occurred at the beginning of the month, the second from the 9th- 
lith, the third from the 18th-19th, while the 30th marked the commencement of the fourth 
system. 


May, it will be remembered, was one of the driest and warmest on record in the North- 
Eastern and Eastern portions of the agricultural districts, while on the other hand in the 
central, along the Avon Valley and through Southern areas copious rains fell. In these last- 
named districts the June rains were all that could be desired, making the season to date one 
of the most promising for many years. Splendid gaugings were also reported from the fruit 
and dairying country. Going further Eastwards the rain tapered off considerably, and in the 
Eastern and North-Eastern sections and some of the Northern districts the scarcity was 
reflected in the shortness and unevenness of the growing crops and in the hardening of the 
soil, holding up ploughing and fallowing operations. There was, however, still plenty of 
moisture in the subsoil due to the soaking rains in March and April. 


Throughout the pastoral country the falls were generally below the average. In the 
Kimberley scattered falls were reported on a few days, but in the North-West, with one or 
two exceptions, a rainless month was noted. In the Gascoyne and Murchison light to 
moderate gaugings were shown on the 9th, 10th, 18th, and 19th, while general rains were 
experienced through the Goldfields on the 10th and 19th, but in view of the dry period this 
section of the State has been passing through, the registrations did not suffice for anything 
beyond passing needs. 


Temperatures, both day and night, were on the whole about equal to the average, but 
on the coast and through the agricultural districts bitterly cold Easterly winds were 
experienced between the 20th and 27th, while some severe frosts were also noted. 
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The table given below shows the extent of the May and June rainfall this year at the 
thirteen key stations in the Wheat Belt compared with the average for previous years.
